CONSTITUTION. 
PREAMBLE. 
Whereas the practice of having recourse to law in the settlement 
of differences is attended with much expense both in time and mo- 
ney, which frequently impairs that friendship which ought and o- 
therwise would be cherished between citizens and neighbors: there- 
ny fore we, whose names are hereunto subscribed do associate our- 
are selves, with a view to prevent, as far as possible, the coste of litiga- 
ne ‘ion aud law suits, by refercing all difficulties of that character 
which may arise amongst us to &rbitrators: And, for the more 
OR effectually carrying the same into effect, we do solemnly pledge 
? ourselves to be governed by the following Constitation. 
a Article 4. This society shallbe known by the name of the 4dr. 
éittrati ‘ety of Cincinnati.

Art. 10. No member of this seciety shal] 
law for the recovery of debts acknowledged by the debtor, without 
first entering a wriften complaint to the chairman of the Standing

Art. 41. Vf the defendant, in any case requiring settlement by 
tration, ehatl sefase to enter into bonds whenrequested so to do, 
to ablie by the award ofthe referrees, the plaintiff shall be at lib- 
eyly te commence a suitat law for the recovery of his claim, and 
‘he person so refusing may be expelled the society, If the. plain- 
uf shallyrefuse to enter into bonds, the defendant shall not be bound 
(sarbitrate the matter: and ifthe plaintiff, after so refusing, shall 
commence his saitat law, he shail be expelled the society: Pro- 
Jicd, that vothing tn this constitution shall be so construed as to 
| proveat members of this society from taking legal measures for the 
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recovery of claims against any person whom he has good reason to 
believe is about to abseend, or otherwise remove himself or his

Art. 12. Any person wishing to become a member of this socie-

Art. £8. “Phis constitution may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting of the society, two thirds of the members present 
arreeing therein: Provided, that three months’ previous notice shall 
have been given io writing at a quarterly meeting of the proposed 
alteration.

bir S Veinoc lent. Mantgrants were arriving every day as Martinique 
from Si. Domingo, aud ihe planters are represented to have been 
evtirely ruined In Cun spqueace of thei slaves having been declared 
free Dy vite Hayuian goverumeot. iu addition to tuis it is stated, 
on cae autioriy of letters from St. Phomas, that the French fleet 
desthieu vo reduce the Haytiaus, were seen passing to the north of 
tiat Isiand ou the t4:h Kebruary. 

The above accouat of aa xpedition against St. Domingo may 
be all correct. Bat we bave nuw before us a letter frou a corres- 
poudent at Aux Cayes, dat-d the 34 March. in which there is pot 
the wost distant aliusion to -uch an occurrence. Surely if so large 
a ficet sailed from Martinique on the 143th and was seenat St, 
‘Vhomas on tie ttth s meting respecting it must have been kaown 
at Si. Domingo ou the 3d March. Our correspondent at Aux Cay-

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VISIT LO CUNSTANTINOPLE. 








The following extract from a letter of an officer belonging to the U. 
States’ Navy, wio visited Constantinople during the late cruixc 
of the Columbus. contains some interesting particulars of th 
manners and ceremonial of the Turkish Court: 


While at Constantinople his excellency the English ambassadoi 
had an audieuce with the Grand Seiguor. ‘The famed splendor 
of the Sublime Porie aud the vovel scenes which generally invite 
the attention of all christians to witness the ostentation which ts 
universally displayed on such occasions, together with the  impres- 
sion that very few of my countrymen hadeverbeen admitted thus 
far into the Seragiio, were motives which plead strongly in favor 
of accepting the very pulite invitation of his cx ellency to accompa- 
ny tim. 

Lhe winter residence of the ambassador was at his palace in Pe- 
fa, opposite to Constantinople. ‘Phere’moust of the diplematic corps 
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representing the Kuropean courts resides and from this place we 
marched to tophana, the sea side, after having been marshalled by 
the secretary of Legation in the following order: 

A large company of the Jenizaires, under the command of a co- 
lonel, dressed tn the true Turkish stile—next appeared the house- 
bold of his excellency, in livery—here followed the ambassador ia 
a palanquin carried by six slaves inred—thencame English won. 
tlemen and strangers who had _ invitations, which closed the pro- 
cession. 

At the place of embarcation, we found Ceyques waiting to trana- 
jort us to the other side. The beauty of this kind of boats is wor 
thy of notice; thev are eighty feet in length and carry from twenty 
te thirty oars, and pull with astonishing facility-——in a few mo- 
nents we were ail landed on the opposite shore, where were horses 
supplied by the Sultan. "Phey were all studs,
